non-existent, 
the horrors 
of other 
ailments have been 
virtually elimi-! 
nated while the general public which 
had to have the ordinary health doc­ 
trines administered by what Dr. Batt 
terms “forcible feeding” now eagerly 
’ obeys the recommendations of the 
, state and local health officers. 
The death rate has decreased con- 
I siderably and while there has been a 
slight failing off in the birth rate in 
Pennsylvania there is no cause for 
alarm for the population of Pennsyl­ 
vania is increasing 100,000 annually. 
Tho increase in longevity in Penn­ 
sylvania has brought with it an in­ 
crease in the diseases and ailments 
that are usually found in persons w*ho I 
have attained the middle aged period 
of life. Thus there has been a jump 
j in the number of cancer victims, but 
this is due almost entirely to the fact 
I that people are living longer than 
before. 
Twenty years ago, the pres- 
tuberculosis drops to sixth of the list cut cancer victim 
would probably 


Thus last year measles attacked 07,- 
716 children in the rural di*tricts of 
the state as w’ell as 31,545 children in 
the urban sections. 
Whooping cough 
was contracted by 11,047 country chil­ 
dren and 3843 city youngsters while 
scarlet fever attacks were suffered by 
10.148 children in the country sections 
and 4909 children in the cities of the 
state. 
The home of every child in the more 
remote sections of the state who is 
attacked by one of the three diseases 
will be visited by the state nurses 
intent upon cutting down the death 
rate of tuberculosis. 
Statistics compiled by the state 
health department show conclusively 
that the so-called white plague, while 
incurred in childhood, does not really 
manifest itself until the child has 
grown into maturity. 
Thus deaths 
from tuberculosis are seventh on the 
mortality list of children whose ages 
range from one to 4 years, fifth be­ 
tween the ages of 5 and 9, third be­ 
tween the ages of ten and fourteen 
and then lead the causes of death of 
persons between the ages cf 15 to 55.

nant of Arctic trees and flowers, that 
five hundred centuries ago thrived as 
retreating glaciers opened the way to 
vegetation on vast stretches of the sec­ 
tion of this continent now known as 
the United States, today are to be i

Park—nearly

I thousand miles south of the Arctic 
I Circle. 
Prof. W. C. Waterman, of the North- 
, western University 
Botany Depart­ 
ment, recently made this disclosure to 
the American Association for the Ad­ 
vancement of Science, in recounting 
to this body of scientists discoveries 
he made during four weeks’ “field 
woik” in Glacier National Park last 


I summer. 
“One of the most accessible areas 
of these trees and 
flowery adjoins 
Logan Pass in the Montana Rockies,” 
he said. “Scattered groups of stunted

The Logan Pass Highway will make it j 
possible for automobiles from east or 


west of Glacier Park to traverse a 
hitherto little-known section of the 
Rockies. The new highway skirts the

McDonald, 
climbs over the 
Continental 
Divide 
northeast of the lake, arui descending 
to the cast slope of the Rockies at the 
head of upper S t Mary’s Lake fol­ 
lows the top of the Garden Wall 
from which a thousand peaks are vis­ 
ible to the naked eye. 
“There is no such thrilling drive­ 
way anywhere unless you take to the 
air in a plane,” declares L. W. Hill, 
chairman of the Great .Northern Rail­ 
way, pioneer individual exploiter of 
Glacier Park, who several years ago 
was the first person to visualize this 
“High Altitude Motor Way Through 
the Clouds and Over the Rocky Moun­ 
tains.”

Says Justice Department 
Aid Senate in Ohio 
Litigation.

partment of Justice will aid the 
Senate Daugherty committee in the 
litigation arising from the refusal of 
M. 
S. 
Daugherty, of Washington 
Courthouse, 
Ohio, 
brother of the 
former Attorney General, to testify. 
Discussing the situation resulting 
from the court action at Cincinnati 
instituted by Daugherty, Attorney- 
General Stone said Tuesday that the 
department \Vas required by law to 
give its assistance where an official of 
the Senate or House was made de­ 
fendant in a suit involving his official 
duties. 
While no formal request hail come 
to the department for its assistance 
in the Daugherty contempt case, the 
Attorney-General 
said 
members of 
tile Senate committee had communi­ 
cated with him to ascertain his view*. 
He guided that he had informed them 
the act of March 3, 1875, placed these 
obligations upon the department, and 
it was his intention to have the de­ 
partment personnel do their duty in 
this instance. 
It was to be assumed, he continued, 
that any request for assistance would 
be made to the local United States 
Attorney in the distiict wherein the 
proceeding arose, and that, therefore, 
the request

case would be 
mode to the United States Attorney 
at Cincinnati.
